Bucharest, Rom ania, Aug. 14. (ZP) 
— The new issue of the Cominform 
bulletin 
predicts 
that 
Prem ier 
1' Tnrshnl Tito and his lieutenants 
•Donor or later w ill be replaced as 
loaders of the Yugoslav Communist 
party. 
Tito’s name is being publicized 
the same w ay H itle r’s was in G e r­ 
many. the bulletin said. And this, 
it added, is causing widespread in ­ 
dignation among veteran Yugoslav 
Communist party members. 
Commenting on the recent Y u ­ 
goslav Communist party congress 
in Belgrade, the bulletin said party 
discussions w ere manipulated 
to 
prevent delegates from 
debating 
the charges made against the Y u ­ 
goslav party leadership 
by 
the 
Cominform. (These charges, made 
by the Russian-led Communist in­ 
ternational 
inform ation 
bureau, 
were that Tito had departed from 
the party line and pursued a hate­ 
ful policy toward Russia.) 
Everything at the congress, the 
bulletin said, concentrated on slan­ 
dering the Communist party 
of 
Russia and the Soviet Union itself. 
(O n ly yesterday the official Y u ­ 
goslav news agency reported that 
Tito has reaffirm ed the solidarity 
of Yugoslavia with Russia 
and 
Eastern Europe's Communist bloc 
But the agency said that

FIRST SETTLED 
94 YEARS AGO 


Its History Is Recorded 
Bv Addle Elliott 


The Indian? 
called

white men who settled there near­ 
ly IOO years ago named it Sack 
B ayonne of the first, if not the 
first, permanent white settlements 
on the eastern side of Delta coun­ 
ty. 
Sack Boy's story was told to 
the Delta County Historical Soc­ 
iety by Miss A ddle Elliott of Sack 
Bay at an outing meeting there 
last Sunday afternoon attended by 
more than 60 people. Miss Elliott " 
history of Sack Bay is largeely a 
factual record and is one of three 
papers on Point Detour (Fayette 
and Fairbanks townships), ore- 
pared for the Historical society. 
Miss Elliott is a member of one 
of Sack Bay’s pioneer families and 
is a director of the Delta County 
Historical Society. She was intro­ 
duced by Charles Folio, program 
chairman of the Society, and ap­ 
preciation for her work was e x ­ 
pressed by Frank Bendel Jr. of 
Ford River, Society president. 
The Early Years 
The names of John A. Hidden, 
Philomel! 
Thompson, 
William 
Trueblood, 
and 
Cooling 
and 
Brown w o e recorded in 1853 in 
a small account book of Samuel 
and Stephen Elliott, Miss 
Elliot 
said. These names are all identi­ 
fied with the earlier years, and it 
Is supposed that people came to 
Sack Bay about that time. It it 
definitely known that they were 
already there in 1856. 
Commercial 
fishing 
wfas

major industry, and fish were sel­ 
ling at $8 per barrel and salt (for 
use in preserving the fish) cost 
$2 per barrel.

Wise investors are

Dividends And Yields 
There are two reasons why I 
made that forecast bist Januaiy 
The fast reason is that the value 
of stocks is their income yield.

The most recent Michigan State 
college field expedition has just 
returned

Dr. Bennett T Sandelur, MSC

Study Pre-Cambrian Era 
According to him, there is no 
place in the country that can ri­

With three or four days spenf

Consumers XVill Not See 
Cut For Awhile 


Washington (/Pi — Housewives 
watching lower wheat and corn 
prices 
are 
wondering 
whether 
they will mean lower grocery bills 
--and when. The answer is—may­ 
be very soon for some finished 
food products, 
like bread, 
and 
probably nett for many months for 
others, 
like 
coin-fed hogs arid 
steers. 
Last January farmers were get­ 
ting $2.85 a bushel for wheat. On 
May 15 the price was down to 
$2.22. A month later it was ll 
cents less and bv July 15 it was 
$2.03 a bushel. Corn, bringing far­ 
mers $2.46 a bushel, dropped to 
$2.16 in June and $2.02 a month 
later. 
What caused these price 
drops? 
They come as a result of this 
year's abnormally large corn and 
wheat crops and are hitting their 
peaks about now. That’s because 
harvesting gets underway in late 
May and continues through the 
sinner. As crops are harvested the 
supply on hand goes way up. The 
increased supply means a price 
drop. It really is about that sim­ 
ple. 
But, if formers are getting 20 
cents less for wheat today than 
they were in May, why isn t bread 
--the largest wheat, product we 
have-cheaper 
too? Because 
the 
wheat now being used by flour 
mills was bought between 30 anti 
60 days ago, when prices were 
higher. 
Secretary of Agriculture Chat. 
F. Brannan said last month thai 
since the price of w’heat is 75 
cents lower than it was last win­ 
ter a lower bread price would be 
“justified.” 
When 
that 
actually 
happens probably depends on the 
cost of other things bakers need in 
producing bread (lard, labor, etc.) 
and the amount 
of profit 
they 
want to take. 
The prices of hogs and beef cat­ 
tle will take much longer to re­ 
flect lower corn prices. It tak*s 
about eight months to fatten 
a 
hog for eating. Pigs born in the 
fall will be ready for market in 
the spring. They will eat the 1943 
corn crop, but pigs being fatten­ 
ed now aie eating more expensive 
corn grown last year. 
This year’s tremedous corn crop 
will funnel more corn 
into 
the 
mouths of more hogs than last 
year. The larger supply and the 
lower price mean that 
farmers 
can make more money by feeding 
corn to hoges than bv selling it 
for 
human 
consumption. 
That 
should bring more meat to meat 
counters, thus lowering its coft 
It's a slightly 
different 
xtorv 
with cattle, which take at least 
two years to get ready 
for the 
market. Cheaper beef, resulting 
from today’s lower price of corn 
won’t get to market for about that 
time.

It was C ad illac’s

together this potpourri of savage 
hatted so as to stave off English 
advances in the territory. This he 
did 
to 
considerable 
exten t 
by 
continually 
displaying 
F rench 
strength and by sending frequent 
parties of w arriors 
eastw ard 
to 
fight the Iroquois. 
T he Iroquois 
formed a com m on foe since Miry 
w ere enem ies of the Indians in the 


S tra its area and w ere considered 
as hostile to the French because 
they w ere friends of the B ritish. 
During the four years he was at 
fort, C adillac also found tim e to 
pen an exhau stiv e “ M em oir” 
of 
the U pper Country which is one 
of the most revealing of its time. 
In 1696, Louis XIV’ ordered all 
w estern posts closed as a m eans 
of reducing the production of furs 
which w ere a glut on the m a rk e t 
and 
of protecting 
the 
Indians 
from what m any 
claimed 
w ere 
degrading influences of the tra d ­ 
ers. 
W hen the order finally reached 
him. Cadillac, who 
believed 
the 
French should hold the west, re ­ 
luctantly abandoned his post and 
went to Quebec. Fort

never again was garrisoned.

BOYS IN NAVY 


Junior Officers Hit By 
Rising Costs 


By KOBERT C. KLARK 
Annapolis , Md.—A 
dangerous 
discontent, spawned by the leap oi 
living cost, has grown 
and 
con­ 
tinues to grow among 
the 
most 
im portant m em ber ; cl our warrior 
caste, the professional junior 
of- 
iicers. These m en— in the navy, the 
ensigns, jaygees and senior lieu­ 
tenants—have 
been 
leaving 
the 1 
service 
in 
droves. 
Resignations 
u p re a c h e d 200 a day until 
navy 
stopped granting them. 
Today's jaygee becomes, all too 
speedily, tomorrow’s senior officer 
. . . the man to whom a few 
m il­ 
lion bucks w orth of intricate steel 
is entrusted. Today’s jaygee is to­ 
morrow’s Nimitz. Even Bull 
Hal­ 
sey and Ernie King were ensigns, 
once. 
“It’s wrong,” 
one of the 
kid 
submariners was saying 
at 
New' 
London. “ You gotta be 
either 
in 
olanes or boats 
(subm arines) 
or 
you don’t eat. And even in 
them, 
you don't cat rich—not if you’ve 
got a wife or family 
to feed. 
I 
swear , I don’t know’ how the guys 
in shore stations and ordinary sur­ 
face duty m ake out.” 
Subm ariners get a 50 per 
cent 
additional base pay, half again as 
much seapay, and so do the 
fly- 
boys. Difference is 
that 
aviators 
get their extra dough so long 
as 
they put in four Hying 
hours 
a 
month, while the submariners get 
tim e-and-a-half only when they're 
on actual sea duty. They get dock­ 
ed when they’re in school, or hos­ 
pital and they 
spend 
about 
six 
months of every year 
in 
school, 
constantly updating their 
knowl­ 
edge. 
A married ensign or active sub 
duty gets $180 a month base pay— 
and that’s since the 20 per cent 
postwar raise. He gets $60 
quar­ 
ter; allowance, $42 subsistence, a 
89 fogey, $18 regular sea pay, $90 
sub pay, and $9 sub-sea 
pay. 
It 
adds up to a monthly $408 before 
taxes, and from now on. he is sub­ 
ject to civilian taxes. 
“That used to seem like all the 
money in the world,” one of 
the 
kids said. “Now’ it’s less 
than 
a 
hundred a week after taxes. And 
w hen w e’re ashore, you can knock 
Si 17 off the m onth’s take. That 
hives you about $70 a wreek. I W’as 
in r ome sort of school or other for 
ll out of the last 18 months. I tell 
you. Sir, you can’t be an 
officer 
and a gentleman on that kind 
of 
dough. Not if your 
kids 
like 
to 
cat.” 
“I figure our average take home 


pay is about what a 
cab 
driver 
makes,” another youngster said. “ I 
got nothing against hackers, 
but 
it seems to me that 
chauffeuung 
15 million bucks worth 
of 
Uncle 
Sam ’s subm arine calls 
for 
more 
skill and responsibility than snov- 
ing a hack. This is pretty rugged 
duty. And 
w’e just don’t 
m ake 
enough to live on—not 
the 
way 
the books says we got to live.” 
“Most of us got kids,” 
another 
ensign said. “ I got two. Kids take 
dough. Alw’ays we 
worry 
about 
doctor's bills. I know, the navy is 
supposed to furnish medical 
care 
for dependents, but 
if 
you 
like 
your kids you go to civilian 
doc­ 
tors. Navy just 
isn’t 
overstaffed 
w’ith obstetricians.” 
“ You can say that 
again,** 
the 
first youngsters piped up. “ I tried 
'em on one baby. They turned my 
wife loo. e three days after deliv­ 
ery, to m ake a 350 mile trip, and 
both the wife and kid dam n’ near 
died. And you know’ Ensign Blank. 
he was out on a trip when his wife 
came due. She called the doc, the 
doc didn’t come, sin1 had the baby 
in bed, and the kid died. Hell of a 
flap over it. 
A ’National Investment 
“ I guess you think w e're griping 
out of turn,” he continued. 
“ But 
w’e figure it .this way. The country 
spends a wad of money to educate 
you, and another wad to teach you 
the tricks of the business after you 
get out. T hat’s on the 
o f f -d a n c e 
they’ll need you in a 
w ar 
some 
day. 
“I love the navy and I love the 
work but I’m never going to 
get 
rich off it. All I ask from 
Uncle 
Sugar is just enough to skin 
by, 
and at these prices you can’t do it. 
I figure I can’t do nearly as good 
a job for Uncle if I’m stewing over 
the rent. Takes your mind off the 
business of running the boat 
the 
way she should be run. We all feel 
that w’ay. Right, gents?” 
“ Right,” they said. 
The No. 2 Jaygee concluded 
It. 
“Seems to me we’re a national in­ 
vestm ent,” he said. “It don’t m ake 
sense to let the investment 
lapse 
for lack 
of 
maintenance, 
or 
to 
force you to have 
a 
private 
in­ 
come in order to do your job right. 
For instance, I got five bucks 
to 
last m e until payday. How 
much 
you got. Mike?” He asked a broth­ 
er officer. 
“ You’re lucky,” brother

said. “I only got two bucks.
